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Continuation of 10. Other: Applicant argues that "dual operating means " is an either/or arrangement not a both at the same time 
arranqement. The examiner disagrees. It appears that applicant is reading into the references elements that are not there. If it is an either 
or arrangement there must be some mechanism to disconnect the appropriate levers from the control valves (i.e. when the switch 26 is 
moved to the backhoe control, it disconnects the levers on the steering column and connects the levers behind the seat to the control 
valves and when it is switched to the bucket, it disconnects the levers behind the seat and connects the levers on the steering column to
